A MAN has been charged with racially 
aggravated assault following a distur¬ 
bance at a community festival in South 
Tottenham on Saturday evening. 

Police were called to Markfield Park, in 
Crowland Road, at 9.10pm, following reports 
of an “unprovoked attack” against revellers at a 
free music event - part of World Music Day - 
by a group of up to 20 people. 

Jaroslaw Kwidzinski, 22, from Ashtead, in 
Surrey, was arrested and has been charged with 
racially aggravated common assault, reli¬ 
giously aggravated common assault and com¬ 
mon assault after a Jewish man’s kippah was 
pushed from his head. 

The Polish national was released on police 
bail and is due to appear at Highbury Corner 
Magistrates’ Court on Monday, July 14. 

Sergeant Paul Kane, of Tottenham police’s 
safer neighbourhood team, praised the “team 


effort” in diffusing the situation. “We will 
not tolerate behaviour like this in Haringey,” 
he said. 

A 24-year-old Polish man was taken to an 
east London hospital after being stabbed dur¬ 
ing the disturbance. He was treated for superfi¬ 
cial wounds and has been released. 

No one has been arrested in relation to the 
stabbing and Haringey CID are investigating. 

Footage taken at Markfield Park and posted 
to file-sharing website YouTube later on 
Saturday shows drunken men throwing bottles, 
flares and fireworks. 

The film, which looks to have been taken on 
a mobile phone, also shows the group hurling 
verbal abuse while a single police officer tries 
to calm the situation. 

Journalist and film-maker Oz Katerji, one of 
“about 150” people, including children, enjoy¬ 
ing the event in the park, said there was a “full- 


scale riot operation” to deal with the “unpro¬ 
voked assault”. 

A Metropolitan Police spokesperson added: 
“A music event was being held at the recreation 
ground at the time of the stabbing. 

“A group of around 20 people, predomi¬ 
nantly male and from the Eastern European 
community, arrived at the location during the 
course of the event. This was a loose collection 
of people - not a designated march. 

“Inquiries continue into the subsequent 
disorder, during which fireworks were thrown. 
We are not aware of any further injuries.” 

Anyone with information about the incident 
should call police on 101 or Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555 111. 

Following the trouble, a peaceful vigil took 
place at Tottenham Green, opposite Tottenham 
Town Hall, on Monday evening. It was staged 
by Unite Against Facism. 


Woman fighting decision to scrap cash fares on buses 
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A WOOD Green woman is campaigning to 
keep cash fares on London’s buses. 

Following a decision by Transport for London, 
from July 6 people will no longer be able to 
pay by cash on buses in the capital. 

However, that is unfair, says Sophie 
Wills-Virk, and will discriminate against the 
poorest and most vulnerable members of 
society. Now Sophie, who has lived in Wood 
Green for more than 20 years, has launched a 
petition against the decision. 

“It’s going to affect people with mental 
health problems,” she said. “TfL says it is 


going to train its drivers to recognise 
vulnerable people, but they are there to drive 
the buses, so I can’t see it happening.” 

TfL has decided to scrap cash fares as it says 
just one per cent of all bus passengers pay 
with cash, compared to 25 per cent in 2000. It 
also says that getting rid of cash will save time 
and money. 

“The counter-argument is that because only 
one per cent of people pay by cash, it doesn’t 
take that much time anyway,” Sophie added.

Trial date set for sexual assaults accused 


A MAN is awaiting trial after being charged 
with a series of sexual assaults against elderly 
women earlier this year.

COUNCIL chiefs have pledged to “get 
tough” on residents who fail to pay 
their council tax after signing a new 
deal with a debt collection firm. 

The agreement with Agilisys Rev¬ 
enue Collection will see the company 
target the £26.3million in council tax 
debts which have previously been 
non-collectable. 

The council says the deal will come 
at no additional cost to taxpayers as 
Agilisys will be paid by results and 
will earn a proportion of the income 
collected - if none is forthcoming, the 
firm will not get paid. 

Andrew Stafford, the council’s cabi¬ 
net member for finance, said: “We are 
facing a difficult time financially and 
it is important that we leave no stone 
unturned in chasing the debts owed. 

“We are always striving to recoup 
every penny owed to us, so we can use 
the money to maintain and protect the 
services our residents rely on. 

“They are an established company 
who will use fair recovery methods 
and will be closely monitored by 
the council.” 

Agilisys will undertake all the 
recovery work, but the council is not 
selling the debts. The authority will 
retain control of the collection process 
and can stop further action, such as 
prosecutions, if necessary. 


The company, which is used by other 
London councils, boasts on its website 
that it can increase income for local 
authorities by between £2m and £4m a 
year. The council says it hopes to 
increase revenue by £500,000 this year 
as part of the deal. 

Ertan Hurer, the council’s Conserva¬ 
tive spokesman for finance, said: “I 
would welcome any extra income for 
the council, but it is important to distin¬ 
guish between people who fall into 
arrears because they face hardship and 
those who simply don’t want to pay. 

“In cases where there is hardship, 
we’ve got to tread carefully. I would 


prefer not to see enforcement action, 
but other steps to see where we can 
help them. I don’t know if this firm 
will distinguish between these cases. 

“We need to see how they perform 
and I will certainly keep a close eye 
on them.” 

□ Last month, Bharat Patel, 48, of 
Colney Hatch Lane, Muswell Hill, 
who previously lived in Fairfield 
Road, Edmonton, was jailed for 90 
days for refusing to pay his council tax 
over a number of years. He had racked 
up a £4,843.98 debt with Enfield 
Council between January 2007 and 
September 2011. 


Combined deal 
on the cards for 
upkeep of CCTV 

COUNCIL chiefs are planning to join 
forces with neighbouring authorities 
to procure a new contract for the 
maintenance of the borough’s CCTV 
network. 

A £7.4million deal for the 
maintenance, repair and installation 
of cameras in Enfield, Newham, 
Redbridge and Waltham Forest is 
expected to be signed in the coming 
months. 

Waltham Forest Council is leading 
the initiative and was expected to 
approve the contract after the 
Advertiser went to press. The 
four-year deal will start in April 2015. 

Enfield is taking on the lion’s share 
of the deal with an anticipated spend 
of £3m. It has more than 300 cameras, 
by far the most in the four boroughs. 

Chris Bond, Enfield’s cabinet 
member for environment and 
community safety, said Waltham 
Forest would spend just under £lm 
and Newham and Redbridge £1.7m. 

Mr Bond added: “Our current 
arrangement runs out in March next 
year and procuring a new contract 
with other local authorities makes it 
cheaper. We don’t know yet how 
much we will save, but we expect to 
save money long term. We also hope 
to procure fitting and maintenance of 
CCTV cameras at new-build estates 
as part of the contract.” 

Enfield’s CCTV network is 
monitored at the Public Safety Centre, 
in Centre Way, on the Claverings 
Industrial Estate, Edmonton.

um renews demand for 
pregnancy drug probe 

‘Forgotten thalidomide’ was withdrawn as test 
eight years before it was taken off the market

A MOTHER who has campaigned for 
government action on a pregnancy 
testing drug dubbed “the forgotten 
thalidomide” has stepped up her calls for 
an independent public inquiry. 

Chris Gooch, 65, of Carnarvon 
Avenue, Enfield, was given the hormone 
pill Primodos by her doctor in June 1970 
believing that it was a straightforward 
pregnancy test. 

When her daughter Emma arrived early 
in 1971, she was born with some of her 
fingers and toes only partially developed. 

Gradually, Ms Gooch began to make 
the connection between the pill she was 
given when she was pregnant and her 
daughter’s disability. 

And last week she learned that the drug 
had been officially withdrawn as a 
pregnancy test in 1970 - the same year 
she had been given it. 

According to a spokeswoman for Bayer 
(the company that now owns original 
manufacturer Schering) in 1970, manu¬ 
facturers agreed with the authorities to 
stop recommending Primodos as a means 
of testing for pregnancy. 

However, the drug continued to be 
licensed for use as a treatment for sec¬ 
ondary amenorrhoea - a condition where 
menstruation stops in adult women. 

The spokeswoman added that “any use 



of Primodos other than for the treatment 
of amenorrhoea not due to pregnancy 
would have been ‘off-label’”, meaning it 
was not sanctioned for any other purpose 
by the manufacturers. 

Ms Gooch told the Advertiser. “It is dis¬ 
gusting. The drug companies say there is 
no clinical evidence that the drug caused 
deformities, but there is a huge amount of 
circumstantial evidence that it did.” 

Although the manufacturers agreed to 
stop recommending it as a pregnancy 
testing drug in 1970, it was not until 
1975 that the Committee on Safety of 
Medicines, an independent advisory body 


to the Medicines and Healthcare Products 
Regulatory Agency, concluded that there 
was “little justification” for the continued 
use of this type of pregnancy tests when 
alternative methods were available. 

It was taken off the market in 1978. 

Ms Gooch now wants answers about 
why it took eight years for the drug to 
be dropped. 

“This is why we need an independent 
public inquiry,” she said. 

“The government clearly knew there 
were problems and they had a duty to 
make this issue public as soon as they 
knew that.” 

But Ms Gooch has praised Nick de 
Bois, her MP for Enfield North, for his 
work as vice-chairman of the newly- 
established All-Party Parliamentary 
Group on Primodos. 

“He told me at the first meeting 
18 MPs turned up - apparently that’s 
practically unheard of,” she added. 

“The fact that questions are finally 
being asked of government is a huge 
opportunity for us to finally get to 
the truth.” 

A spokeswoman for Bayer said: “Since 
the discontinuation of the legal action in 
1982, no new scientific knowledge has 
been produced which would call into 
question the validity of the previous 
assessment of there being no link between 
the use of Primodos and the occurrence 
of such congenital abnormalities.” 
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MP quits as parliamentary aide 
to concentrate on re-election fight 


ENFIELD Southgate MP David Burrowes has 
stepped down as a ministerial aide to focus on 
defending his seat in next year’s general election. 

With 11 months to go to polling day, Mr 
Burrowes announced his resignation in a letter to 
Prime Minister David Cameron, saying he 
wanted “to focus my attention in the remaining 
time of this parliament on what is in the best 
interests of my constituents, and our party”. 

He had been parliamentary private secretary to 
Owen Paterson, Secretary of State for Environ¬ 
ment, Food and Rural Affairs, for two years. 

Previously, he had been a PPS to Oliver 
Letwin, Minister of State at the Cabinet Office, 
on the issue of drug and alcohol policy and had 
retained an advisory role on these matters when 
he started working for Mr Paterson. 

Mr Burrowes told the Advertiser. “I resigned 
to be able to campaign for a new Conservative 
government and issues that matter in the con¬ 
stituency, such as the recent knife crime amend¬ 
ment which I worked with Nick de Bois on. 

“As a ministerial aide, you are bound by col¬ 
lective responsibility. There is legislation coming 
up, such as the Recall Bill, which allows 
constituents to sack MPs, where I will not be 
agreeing with the coalition government.” 

Asked if his resignation was partly due to the 
last month’s local election results, which saw 
Labour unexpectedly win a seat in the Southgate 
Green ward, he said: “I have never taken the 
Enfield Southgate seat for granted and there will 
be a battle ahead. I think the biggest message 
coming out of the local election results is those 
who weren’t bothered to vote. 

“That must mean we must go out there and 
engage people more. There are local issues I 
want to campaign on and speak out about and

this will give me more time to do that,” added Mr 
Burrowes, who has been elected to the Public 
Accounts Committee, which holds the govern¬ 
ment to account over the use of taxpayers’ money. 

Bambos Charalambous, Labour’s prospective 
parliamentary candidate for Enfield Southgate, 
said Mr Burrowes’ resignation showed he was 
“rattled” by the local election results. 

“On the doorstep, people are telling me they 
want a change of government and they are 
coming back to Labour,” he added. 
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Borough to regain 
Fairtrade mantle

CABINET members are expected to recommend 
tonight that Enfield Council re-registers as a 
Fairtrade borough. 

After securing accreditation in September 2008 
and establishing a steering group, the registration 
has lapsed. 

The Fairtrade Foundation has granted the 
authority a period of grace for accreditation since 
2012, but the council must now re-register before 
an August 31 deadline. 

Fairtrade ensures that farmers providing food 
stuffs to the UK are paid a fair wage and have 
decent working conditions. 

In papers to go before cabinet members this 
evening, it is will be revealed that reaccreditation 
will have little direct cost to the authority, 
although it will have to switch to Fairtrade tea 
and coffee, instead of the Rainforest Alliance hot 
drinks currently offered. 

The authority also has to have a Fairtrade 
flagship employer - and it has already selected 
Christian Action Housing, which will also be 
expected to supply Fairtrade products to its 
employees and guests. 

Mark Hayes, chief executive of the housing 
association, said: “We will be working together 
with the council to support and promote the 
Fairtrade campaign. 

“We share the same business values, seeking to 
ensure that profits are distributed fairly and that 
workers receive a fair reward for their labour. 

“As a local workplace that uses Fairtrade 
products for its staff, our priority is to promote 
Fairtrade to our staff, clients and contactors 



explaining how they can make simple changes to 
support Fairtrade. 

“Christian Action strongly believes in the 
principles of Fairtrade and we are committed to 
promote these.” 

The only cost to the council is expected to come 
from promoting and publicising the authority’s 
Fairtrade accreditation and arranging events for 
the annual Fairtrade fortnight - the next staging 
of which is expected to take place between 
February 23 and March 8 next year . 

Andrew Stafford, cabinet member for finance, 
said: “Fairtrade is a global initiative rather than 
just the rainforest - it fits in with our cleaning 
products not being tested on animals. It all fits in 
with globalisation and everybody treating each 
other well. 

“There’s little cost in doing it and it’s like 
ethical investment in pension funds. It’s the same 
sort of argument, making sure the money is going 
to the people you want it to go to.” 
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Tory chief slams 
‘jobs for the boys’

AN opposition councillor has reiterated 
claims the authority’s Labour administration 
has “castrated democracy” to create “jobs 
for the boys” with its overhaul of democratic 
services. 

Ertan Hurer, Conservative spokesman for 
finance, described the creation of three new 
associate cabinet member positions as 
“blatant party political appointments”. 

The £300,600 bill for 
allowances for council¬ 
lors with special respon¬ 
sibilities will remain the 
same this year as last. 

But democratic services 
such as area forums have 
been axed and scrutiny 
committees have been 
merged to pay for the 
new posts, said Mr Hurer, pictured. 

The cost for the new roles - which are 
meant to enhance engagement with residents 
and improve oversight of big infrastructure 
projects - under the umbrellas of Enfield 
West, Enfield North and Enfield South East, 
is £22,824. 

But the Tories say they have been created 
for party political purposes as they align with 
parliamentary constituencies. 

Mr Hurer told the Advertiser. “They are 
using taxpayers’ money for political appoint¬ 


ments. We are now effectively paying coun¬ 
cillors to shadow MPs in their constituencies. 

“The councillor who is shadowing David 
Burrowes MP in the west of the borough is 
the prospective parliamentary candidate for 
Labour in Enfield Southgate, Bambos Char- 
alambous. It is jobs for the boys.” 

However, Mr Charalambous denied this, 
saying: “The new position will be able to cut 
across projects which involve people with 
different responsibilities, such as mini- 
Holland or Crossrail. 

“By having one person overseeing these 
kinds of infrastructure projects, we will have 
a more effective way of delivering services. 

“Before, that was the combined duty of, 
say, five members, but this is now merged 
into one. This is a better way of working.” 

But Mr Hurer questioned this logic, saying: 
“You have a cabinet meeting for that sort of 
oversight, why do we need a councillor in 
between? This is so blatantly political, it is 
ridiculous.” 

Two weeks ago councillors voted in a raft 
of cost-saving measures which will see indi¬ 
vidual scrutiny committees scrapped in 
favour of a single overarching overview and 
scrutiny committee, which will have specific 
“work streams” to examine crime and disor¬ 
der and health and well-being. 

The council also voted to get rid of area 
forums and replace them with meetings 
organised by ward councillors, but without 
involvement from council officers. 
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Town centre dispersal zone renewed 


A DISPERSAL zone around Enfield Town 
has been renewed after residents complained 
about the behaviour of young people hanging 
around in the streets. 

Enfield Council and the police have extended 
the zone until December 8 after residents 
highlighted the problem of youngsters 
gathering around Chase Green and the town 
centre, drinking, harassing members of the 
public and committing vandalism and theft. 

A dispersal zone gives police officers and 
PCSOs the power to move on people in the 
area and ban them from returning for 48 
hours, while under-16s can be forcibly 
returned to their parents or carers. 

The council has pledged to install mobile 
CCTV cameras in the area to identify 


troublemakers and as well as the safer 
neighbourhood team, the safer parks team will 
patrol the area. Youth workers and the mobile 
youth centre will also be visiting the area to 
offer advice to young people and alternatives 
to hanging around the streets. 

Cabinet member for environment Chris 
Bond said: “Enfield Council takes the safety 
and security of our residents extremely 
seriously and we aren’t going to tolerate a 
group of people hanging around our town 
centres causing havoc and scaring honest, 
law-abiding members of society. 

“We’ve acted promptly to address residents’ 
concerns and we’ll be closely monitoring the 
situation to make sure that we get this sorted 
out as quickly as possible.”

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Lecturers protest 
at college job cuts

LECTURERS at Barnet and Southgate College 
staged a series of demonstrations outside three 
campuses yesterday in protest at proposed 
job cuts. 

Members of the University and College Union 
unanimously backed a vote of no confidence last 
Thursday in the college’s principal David Byrne 
and his senior leadership team after plans were 
confirmed to make academic and support staff 
compulsorily redundant as they try to slash 
£5million from its budget. 

UCU members have warned that the job losses, 
which it claims will equate to 30 full-time 
equivalent posts, will lead to successful courses 
being withdrawn, shorter course hours, bigger 
classes and an increase in workload for the 
remaining staff. 

The union says more than 20 full-time equiva¬ 
lent posts, in subjects including art and design, 
computing and catering, are still at risk of redun¬ 
dancy. Nearly 15 support staff and two manage¬ 
ment positions are also 
under threat. 


due to these reductions, we have needed to make 
changes. The college has taken on board comments 
from staff potentially affected and the recognised 
trade unions which has reduced the effects of 
redundancies through voluntary redundancies and 
other amendments to the original proposal. 

“Union claims about the total number of job losses 
are unfortunate and very misleading. The actual 
figure for teaching posts lost, after the consultation 
process, is less than ten. The college has had to 
reduce its expenditure by around £5m and of this 
figure 30 per cent is being found from staffing.” 


Barnet and South- 
gate College, which 
has a campus in High 
Street, Southgate, says 
that budget cuts are 
necessary due to 
reductions in govern¬ 
ment funding, but that 
fewer than ten teaching 
posts are at risk. 

A consultation was 
launched six weeks 
ago, but union mem¬ 
bers say the final plans, 
which were revealed 
last Monday, have 

barely been altered. 

A branch spokesman 
said: “We don’t think 
that the senior man¬ 
agers are listening. We 
went through the statu¬ 
tory consultation where 
we had meetings 

around the college and 
hundreds of sugges¬ 
tions were made, but 

the proposals are 

almost identical. 

“The quality of the 
educational experience 
for the students is 
going to be reduced. 
We accept there are 
funding cuts, but there 
are ways and means of 
delivering them.” 

A college spokes¬ 
woman said: “We, like 
all other further educa¬ 
tion colleges, are fac¬ 
ing funding cuts and

I AND Enfield Green Party 
would like to thank the 
Advertiser for giving us this 
occasional column in recognition 
of becoming Enfield’s third 
political party. 

I plan to use it to demonstrate 
that we are much more than a 
one-issue party 
We also have a strong stance 
on social justice, occupying the 
ground the national Labour 
Party has so cravenly vacated - 
although I absolve the local 
Labour group, most of whom 
are still true to their roots. 

I have to start, though, with the 
electoral system. 

In recent years, elections have 
been introduced for the European 
Parliament, London Assembly, 
Scottish Parliament and Welsh 
Assembly.

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Free school gets 
seal of approval

EDUCATION chiefs have given the go-ahead for a free school 
in Cheshunt to open its doors next year. 

St Mary’s Church of England Primary School is aiming to 
start with 60 reception pupils in September 2015 at a brand 
new building in Lieutenant Ellis Way - on the site of the 
existing St Mary’s CofE High School. 

A group of educationalists including Stephanie Benbow, 
headteacher of St Mary’s, came up with the idea last year of 
setting up a free school to address the growing demand for pri¬ 
mary places in the area. 

Ms Benbow stressed that the bid, which was lodged with the 
Department for Education in January, was not made by the 
high school. 

She told the Advertiser. “We are all working in education 
and work closely with primary schools in the area, and it 
became obvious that there is a shortage of places. 

“We have a big site here at the high school and having 
consulted with parents we decided to go ahead.” 

The school will initially have two forms of entry - but Ms 
Benbow said this could rise to three, depending on demand.

The school will ultimately provide 420 places for four to 
11-year-olds from all faiths and none. 

Ms Benbow added: “We have a beautiful site with all the 
infrastructure in place and we believe that providing a 
new school with a Christian ethos is something that the local 
community will respond to positively.” 

A headteacher will be appointed later this year and discus¬ 
sions with the Education Funding Agency about the new 
building are due to start next month. 

In February, the Department for Education approved an 
application by Meridian Angel Primary School, which will be 
open its doors in temporary classrooms in Dysons Road, 
Edmonton, in September. 

The school is aiming to find a permanent home at the 
Meridian Water development in Edmonton next year. 

And ARK Schools, which runs the ARK John Keats 
Academy, in Bell Lane, Enfield Highway, is aiming to open 
the ARK North Enfield Academy in 2016. 

It has not yet identified a suitable site. 

It will be an all-through free school, which will consist of a 
three-form entry primary and a six-form entry secondary and 
is being developed in partnership with the College of 
Haringey, Enfield and North East London.

Rally for abducted Nigerian schoolgirls 


A FORMER mayor of Enfield is battling to keep the 
plight of hundreds of girls who were abducted from 
their school in Nigeria in the public’s minds. 

Kate Anolue, who was Enfield’s first citizen during 
2012/13, hails from Nigeria. 

Along with others, she has been campaigning to 
maintain pressure on the international community to 
do more to help free more than 200 girls from the 
Islamic militants who kidnapped them from their 
school in the north of the country in April. 

On Saturday, Mrs Anolue was one of the driving 
forces behind a protest in Enfield Town - the group’s 
second protest on the issue following a march through 
Edmonton in May. 


She said: “We want to keep people talking about 
this. We handed out more than 400 leaflets to people 
and we want to keep this in the public eye. 

“It has dropped off the news agenda a little recently 
because of what is happening in Iraq - but we still 
need people to be aware.” 

Mrs Anolue told the Advertiser that many in 
Nigeria fear some of the girls have already been 
trafficked out of the country. 

“Some have been trafficked, some may have been 
murdered, some of them will be pregnant,” she said. 

“We need to think of the families of these girls - 
everybody should put themselves in that situation. 
These families will be traumatised and need support.”

IF you’re in need of a good laugh, 
look no further as the Principal 
Theatre Company has done it again 
with its 1970s-inspired interpretation 
of Shakespeare’s The Merry Wives 
Of Windsor.

Kids urged: turn up and 
tune in - don’t drop out

A PLAY about school dropouts and 
their teachers working to turn their 
lives around is the latest instalment from 
Supakids. 

Put A Sock In It makes its debut at 
Millfield Theatre on Sunday, telling the 
tale of a group of youngsters who have 
faced violence, witnessed deaths and 
been kicked out of mainstream school¬ 
ing to a pupil referral unit. 

Founder of Supakids Sophia Roomes 
told the Advertiser. “There are so many 
children who are dropping out of school, 
from different cultures. 

“In the play the pupils go to a positive 
school where the negatives are changed 
into positives - they end up graduating. 

“They don’t put pen to paper - they 
do workshops and they learn it’s not cool 
to have knives, it’s not cool to bully, it’s 
cool to think positive and to focus on 
their dreams. It’s aimed at everyone - 
even the teachers have issues around 
fears in the play.” 

Supakids, based in Tottenham, was 
established in 2008 after a string of youth 
murders in the area. The school is aimed 
at children aged from seven to 18. 

“I’ve had children who were bullied in 
school and who were the bullies,” said

Sophia. “I’ve helped build confidence 
and self-esteem and provided them with 
discipline through drama. 

“After the 2011 riots the whole school 
had a discussion - we have a lot of 
discussion times - they were appalled 
and disturbed by it all.” 

The school has been recognised by the 
Prime Minister and the Mayor of London 
for achievements in the north London 
community. 

“My aim was to produce shows 


promoting a message of love, hope and 
positivity,” added Sophia. 

“If we send a positive message out 
there, then young people will try and 
change. The best way to do that is 
through theatre.” 

The show starts at 7pm at the theatre 
in Silver Street, Edmonton.

Shops supporter hits out at cash mob cyclists 


A CHAMPION of the “shop-local” 
movement has slammed a bridge-building 
exercise by cyclists planning a cash mob 
next month. 

The event, organised by the Enfield 
Cycling Campaign, is scheduled for 


Saturday, July 5, as part of the Palmers 
Green Festival and will see cyclists descend 
on shops in Green Lanes to indulge in some 
group retail therapy. 

Adrian Lachlan, the borough co-ordinator 
for the London Cycling Campaign, says the 


idea has stemmed from a desire to show 
traders that making the area cycle friendly 
through the mini-Holland scheme will not 
see businesses damaged by a loss of car 
parking space - after two independent can¬ 
didates in the council elections campaigned 


against proposals to replace some on-street 
parking with cycle lanes. 

However, Helen Osman, who founded the 
community forum N21 Online and stood as 
an independent candidate in the Winchmore 
Hill ward in the elections last month, has 
attacked the idea. 


“Men buy, women shop,” she told the 
Advertiser. “Do they normally shop in 
Palmers Green, or are they just doing this 
for effect? 

“Do they think that people on bikes are 
going to make up for the potential loss of 
business from people in cars?” 

Mrs Osman believes the idea is flawed as 
she says it is mostly men who will be in the 
cycling cash mob whereas it is mostly 
women who do the family shopping. 

“Women are under-represented in 
cycling,” she said. “If you think of the 
people in this group, they are probably 
male and young and do a lot of their 
shopping in convenience stores or online.” 

Responding to Mrs Osman’s criticisms, 
Mr Lachlan said that he did not fully 
understand her objections. 

He said: “The cycle cash mob is a way 
of local residents showing support for 
Palmers Green shops and I do not 
understand why people are negative 
about it. 

“We are trying to show that we are not 
the enemy - we are not a group of people 
who do not shop and just want cycle 
paths for ourselves. 

“As cyclists we can help and support 
local businesses as much as people in cars.” 

The cash mob will meet at the corner of 
Compton Road and Green Lanes in 
Winchmore Hill at noon and each person 
will be encouraged to spend a minimum 
of £10 in the shops along Green Lanes. 


Action station as artwork is 
unveiled on railway bridge

MORE than 500 years after Sir Hugh Myddel- 
ton’s efforts saw the New River bring fresh water 
to this part of London, the river and its engineer 
are being represented in street art which was 
unveiled at Bowes Park railway station last week. 

As a result of a collaboration between train 
operator First Capital Connect, creative arts 
company On The Level Productions and Year 4 
pupils at Bounds Green School and Children’s 
Centre, in Bounds Green Road, four new art¬ 
works were installed on the footbridge leading to 
the station on Tuesday. 

Sir Hugh is remembered as the driving force 
behind the construction of the New River, an 
ambitious engineering project to bring clean 
water from the River Lea, through Enfield, 
Palmers Green and Wood Green, and all the way 
to Finsbury Park. The river opened in 1613. 

The other works feature the New River, Myd- 
dleton Road market and the community gardens 
located a stone’s throw away from the station in 
Myddleton Road - the street which is named after 
the engineer, although it is spelt differently. 

In April, On The Level Productions, which 
works on art projects in schools and youth clubs 
across the capital, visited Bounds Green to hold a 
workshop during which pupils came up with ideas 
for the art that was unveiled on the footbridge. 

Andres Mercader, its co-founder, said: “We 
worked with the children on some miniature 
designs and we took elements of their work and 
ideas as the basis for the artworks that we 
eventually produced. 

“All the ideas were based on what the children 
liked about the local community and the history 
of Bowes Park and Bounds Green.

“The works try to embody the community spirit 
that is present here.” 

Androulla Kyriacou, Year 4 class teacher and 
arts co-ordinator at the school, added: “The 
children really put their efforts into the project 
and they absolutely loved it. 

“It was a good experience for them, particularly 
because they were working together with the 
artists, and they loved the works.” 

Myddleton Road market, a street market which 
is held every three months, is taking place this 
Saturday and Sunday between 10am and 4pm.

HARRY: STARS T RIE D TO 
DODGE ENGLAND DUTY 



FORMER Tottenham Hotspur manager Harry 
Redknapp has courted controversy after claiming 
that players tried to avoid England duty during his 
time at the club. 

Speaking during a BBC Radio 5 Live interview 
in the wake of England’s elimination from the 
World Cup, Redknapp said: “They’d come to me 
ten days before the game and say, ‘Gaffer get me 
out of the game. I don’t want to play in it’.” 

QPR boss Redknapp, who was in charge at Spurs 
from October 2008 until June 2012, immediately 
came under fire from England skipper Steven 
Gerrard, who said he should name names. 

And England coach Roy Hodgson said: “In the 
two years I’ve been here, I’ve seen a greater inter¬ 
est in playing for England, so Harry’s comments 
come as a bit of a surprise to me. If you make 
comments like that, you have to name them.” 

While England are coming home, Spurs could 
still have as many as six representatives in the 
second stage of the World Cup. 

Jan Vertonghen, Moussa Dembele and Nacer 
Chadli were all unused substitutes as Belgium 
booked their place in the last 16 with a game to 
spare after a 1-0 win over Russia on Sunday. 

They could be joined by Algeria, who lie second 
going into the final Group H game against Russia 
tomorrow night, while Belgium play South Korea. 

Algeria, with Spurs youngster Nabil Bentaleb in 
their side, claimed an impressive 4-2 win over 
South Korea on Sunday. 

Hugo Lloris was in goal as France made it two 
wins out of two on Friday with a 5-2 victory over 
Switzerland in Group E. A point against Ecuador 
in their final match tonight will be enough to 
ensure qualification. 

Paulinho was part of the Brazil side that thrashed 
Cameroon 4-1 on Monday to set up a last-16 clash 
with south American rivals Chile on Saturday. 

But Benoit Assou-Ekotto, who was on loan at 
QPR last season, has suffered a terrible World 
Cup. He was left out of the Cameroon squad for 
the Brazil defeat, having been caught on camera 
appearing to headbutt teammate Benjamin 


Moukandjo at the end of the 4-0 defeat by Croatia. 
Cameroon lost all three games in the tournament. 

Meanwhile, Les Ferdinand and Chris Ramsey 
have departed from their roles as first-team 
coaches at Spurs. 

The widely expected announcement came last 
Thursday and follows the appointment of former 
Southampton manager Mauricio Pochettino as 
Tottenham’s new boss. 

Ferdinand, 47, and Ramsey, 52, had been part of 
Tim Sherwood’s coaching set-up, but were surplus 
to requirements after the Argentinian’s coaching 
team moved over to join him from the Saints. 

Former England striker Ferdinand joined the 
club as a forwards coach in 2008, and has since 


held a number of roles at White Hart Lane. 
Ramsey, who had been at the club for a decade, 
worked with the under-21 and development 
squads before stepping up to the role of first-team 
coach last December after Sherwood’s appoint¬ 
ment as manager. 

Sherwood was sacked at the end of last season, 
despite guiding the club into the Europa League, 
and holding the highest win percentage of any 
Spurs manager during the Premier League era. 

Pochettino, 42, resigned from Southampton last 
month to take over at Spurs, with assistant Jesus 
Perez, first-team coach Miguel D’Agostino and 
goalkeeping coach Toni Jimenez also leaving the 
south coast outfit to join him in north London.
